Here are two Ideas 
which will give a brand new touch 
to these old standbys: 

Savory 8andwlchsa (Illustrated 
above): Butter thin slices of whole 
wheat or white bread and spread 
with the following filling: Chop 
floe 1 cupful each of celery and 
neeled Brazil nuts add aix stuffed 


olives and a tablespoonful or two 
of some nice chopped pickle, mois¬ 
ten with Chill sauce or cataup. Add 
seasoning as desired and put the 
sandwiches together In the usual 
way. 

Oavlled Brazil Nuta: Shell th, 
nuta and peel, or not, aa preferred. 
Dip In milk or beaten egg and 
sprinkle with salt and paprika, then 
roll each nut in a wafer thin slice 
of bacon—(They are so fat and 
large this will be easy), fasten with 
a toothpick, Impale on long pointed 
sticks and toast over the fire till 
the bacon Is crisp.

It. So the post office got In contact 
with the board of education nnd found 
the latter responsive. 

A large number of telephone sys¬ 
tems Is being manufactured by the 
post office which will lend them to 
schools throughout England. 

The telephones, which are of stand¬ 
ard design, are housed In compact 
portable cabinets. In which the work¬ 
ing of the nppnrntus Is clearly shown. 
All the components of the Instruments 
are labeled, nnd Instruction cards and 
circuit diagrams are attached to the 
cabinets. 

Thus when the pupil lifts the re¬ 
ceiver he sees the contact being made, 
while the dialing of a figure lllnml 
nates a mirror showing the operation 
of the selectors. 

Gramophone records demonstrating 
the various "hnzr." signals, such ns 
“number engaged" or "number unob¬ 
tainable," and giving explanatory talks 
will nlso ho supplied by the post of¬ 
fice.
